Big Meetings. 


Southern Wholesale Grocers 
Select City, and Four Other 
Big Gatherings Can Be Se- 
cured if the City Will Work 
for Them. 


Atlanta’s importance as a great con- 
ventior. center was evidenced at @ 
meeting of the convention 
of the chamber of commerce yester- 
day when it was annouunced that the 
city was being considered as the most 
feasible place for their next gather- 
ings by five large bodies, one of which 
definitely decided to hold 
its meeting here. 

The Southern W holesale 
Association has definitely selected At- 
lanta for its meeting place and ar- 
rangements are already being made to 
entertain it here on May 190, 11 and 12. 
The four. other bodies under consid- 
eration are the National Associatior of 
Cotton Manufacturers, the National 
Commercial Gas Association, the Na- 
tional Association of Fire Underwriters 
and the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
to be good prospects of 
these four conventions. 
Grocers Are Coming. 

The convention of the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers was secured largely 
by the efforts of E. L. Adams, a di- 
rector of the association, assisted by 
W. O. Stamps, president of the local 
organization. In correspondence with 
the other directors of the asso- 
ciation Mr. Stamps convinced them 
that Atlanta was the most desirable 
place for the May meeting, and won 
their votes.

Chicago, March 30.—Dr, D. K. Pear- 
son, of Hinsdale, IIL, will celebrate his 
ninety-first birthday April 14 by the 
distribution of $300,000 to schools and 
religious organizations. This will 
make his total distributions of recent 
years nearly $5,000,000, most of which 
has been given to small colleges. 

The gifts are termed by Dr. Pearson

fillment of his pledges to different 
bodies of certain sums when they 
should have collected other stipulated 
amounts.

While most of Dr. Pearson’s gifts 
have been to the smaller colleges, dif- 
ferent institutions here have received 
more than $1,000,000 from the Hinsdale 
philanthropist. Among the chief ben- 
eficiaries of Dr. Pearson among the 
smaller schools has been the Berea col- 
lege of Kentucky, which has recefved 
more than $400,000. In reviewing his 
gifts today he said the one from which 
he had derived the most pleasure was 
the gift of $50,000 for a waterworks 
system of Berea.

FORGING WEAPON 
TO REACH TRUS!

Washington, March 30.—A new 
weapon is being forged out of the gov- 
ernment’s experiences in dealing with 
monopolies of trade and combinations 
of capital, which, it was learned today, 
Attorney General Wickersham hopes 
to present to congress in the bel’ef 
that it will be incorporated into law. 
Just what shape this proposed legis- 
lation will take has not been made 


known. 

Combinations of all kinds, through 
progress of reorganization have 
managed to keep just a step ahead of 
federal prosecutions and in many cases 
the work of the department of justice; 
therefore has not always been as com- 
pletely effective as was desired. 

Trying to Solve Problem. 

With a view to me ting the problem 
as it exists today: and as it promises 
{to develop, the attorney general is 

giving the subject deép study. Within 
| the next few months may take place 
the most important steps toward regu- 
lation of combinations and monopolies 
since the passage of the Sherman law. 

Several instances of alleged com- 
binations, which the department of jus- 
tice. so far has been powerless to at- 
tack because there was no law appli- 
cable to them have been brought to 
the attention of the attormey general. 

Prominent among them is the SO0- 
called “money trust‘ in New York. It 
was pointed out that where a year ago 
the great financial interests of New 
York commonly were classified into 
three groups they now are popularly 
known as Sne. 
A Case in Point. 

The New York Clearing House As- 
sociation recently had unofficial notifi- 
cation that Attorney General Wicker- 
sham’s attention had been called to its 
methods of business. The association 
engaged James M. Beck, a former as- 
sistant attorney genera! and other 
New York attorneys to present an in- 
formal statement of its methods to the 
department of justice. When all was 
finished the attorneys understood, 
tactily at least, that there was appar- 
ently nothing in the business of the 
New York Clearing House Association 
twhich could be construed as coming 
under any of the laws 
statute books.

Oswald Villard of 


Boston, Mass., March 30.—A survey 
of the work that is being done by the 
national association for the advarce- 
ment of colored people was given ‘at 
the annual conference of the associa- 
tion here today by Oswald Garrison 
Villard, a New York newspaper pub- 
lisher, who is chairman of the exec- 
utive committee of the association. 

Mr. Villard in the beginning of his 
address stated that the association 
was organized because the “situation 
of the negro in the United States 
called for a strong militant organiza- 
thor. to defend his rights and forward 
hig causes.” 

Wave of Color Hysteria. 
Continuing, the speaker said: 
“There can be no doubt that a wave 

of color hysteria is sweeping over the 
country. The road of the aspiring 
colored man @r woman becomes more 
and more difficult; he is abused for his 
low associations. Let him seek to 
rise above them, and what happens? 
Despite the fact that he has for years 
been told that if he acquires property 
and b@ys himself a house, all will be 
well with him and his family, if he 
does so in a section of a city whether 
it be New York, Seattle, Baltimore

‘CAMORRIST PRIEST 


GREATLY SHOCKED 


When His Coniuection 
With the Society Is Dis- 
closed by Informer. 


Viterbo, Italy, March 30.—Accord- 
ing to the revelations of Abbatemag- 
gio, who is appearing as a witness 
' against his former associates in their 
trial for murder, Naples is divided 
into fourteen Camorrist regions, each 
having its Camorrist hierarchy. In 
each district a member of the organi- 
zation is daily intrusted with the main- 
tenance of order among those affiliat- 
ed with the Camorra. His powers and 
influence are greater than those of the 
police or carabineers, as he is expected 
to denounce those who commit disor- 
ders and thus compromise the asso- 
ciation, which is destined for more im- 
portant enterprises. 

The entire aftefnoon was taken up 
by evidence submitted by Abbatemeag- 
gio at the various investigations, the 
cpunsel for the defense endeavoring to 
trip him into contradictions, but the 
witness maintained his composure and 
gave a good account of himself. 

Abbatemaggio said that shortly aft- 
er the murder of Cuoccola, when he 
was in company of Giovanni Rappl, 
the alleged treasurer of the Camorra, 
he met the Priest Vitozzi, who sug- 
gested that Erricone, so that he might 
not be suspected, should go frequently 
to the Mimi-a-Mare cafe, in order to 
give the police the impression that he 
was a frequenter of the place. In was 
in this tn nthat the report of the mur- 
der of Cuoccolo is alleged to have been 
communicated to Erritone. 

Vitozzi, on hearing this statement by 
witness, raised his hands and eyes, and, 
with a horrified expression, exclaimed, 
turning toward the prisoners’ cage: 

“If I had ever suspected that Erri- 
cone was stained with such a mon- 
strous crime I would have delivered 
him myself to justice, saying to him, 
‘Bear the burden of your sins.’” 

The tone of his voice was so melo- 
dramatic that all burst tnto laughter. 

Abbatemaggio swore that  Vitozzi 
was an active member of the Camorra; 
that he frequented the meetings of the 
organization dressed as a layman, and’ 
was particularly aggressive in helping 
to carry out the Camorrist schemes.

Observed by Dr. Hare, Who 
Testifies in Coca-Cola 


Hearing. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 30.—The: 
star witness of the day for the defense 
in the coca-cola case was Dr. H. A. 
Hare, of Philadelphia. Dr. Hare said 
that he had written several medical: 
books, and was one of the authors of 
the Pharmacopoeia. He sald he was 
competent to speak of the effects of | 
caffeine on animals and human beings. 
He declared that}he was a constant 
user of caffeine as a drug, taking from: 
to four grains of the pure caffeine 
a day regularly. Aside from this, he 
said he was a coffee drinker to the 
tent of two to tkree cups a day, and 
that he drank from one to four glasses 
of coca-cola each day, and that he 
could not discover any harmful effects 
to his system. 

Dr. Hare declared 
not a poison, and that it was not a 
habit-forming drug. He said that 
while the Pharmacopoeia fixed the dose 
of caffeine at one grain, his own book 
placed it at two grains. On cross- 
examination, Dr. Hare admitted that 
caffeine in coffee acted as a stimulant. 
Being confronted with his book, he 
admitted that he had written that 
caffeine affects the nerveg and would 
make people nervous. He admitted 
that caffeine to the amount of seven/| 
and one-half grains would cause in- 
toxication similar to that produced by 
Alcohol. He was forced to admit that 
he had written in his book that caf- 
feine was a stimulant of the brain, and 
that a brain driven along by caffeine 
ultimately would break down in con- 
centration in ai single effort He: 
finally stated that persistent use of 
caffeine would cause such delirium as 
that resulting from the use of alcohol.

AT UKICN'S. ORDER 


John Mitchell Obeys But He 
Thinks the Union 
Wrong. 


New York, March 30.—John Mitchell, 
former president of the United Mine 
Workers of America, in a statement to 
&@ New York social organization, has 
just made his first public reply to the 
union ordering him to 
resign from the union or quit his 
$6,000 a year job as an officer of the 
Civic Federation. In response to this 
order he gave up his place in the Civic 
Federation. 

“I believe my union has done w rong 
in this action,” says Mr. Mitchell, “but 
to para hrase an old saying, I declare 
‘my union may not be aiways right, 
but right or wrong, my union.’ 

“In the few days since I] resigned 
from the Civic Federation I have heard 
it reported that some persons have 
said that my action was not a display 
of loyalty to the union, but rather an 
admission that I was in the wrong. 

“It would require no high courage 
for me at this time to give up my 
membership in the union. It was a 
real hardship, however, to give up 
my work in the body that is trying to 
establish industrial peace. But I had 
I did not give up $6,000 a 
vear for a little card. I gave up the 
money for a principle. When I had 
power to enforce similar edicts I or- 
other men to give up thelr 
money. It would have been my lasting 
shame had I hesitated. I hoped that 
my action might be an example. 

“Nevertheless I am free to state that 
I think my union made a mistake. 
After all, it is féw of us who do not 
make mistakes. I find some consola- 
tion that among the men and women 
who have Known me personally, the

When I became head of the 
union it was insignificant. Now it has 
a place of national significance.”

' It is the hour of democratic trial as well as. democratic op- 
portunity. 7 
The country is demanding relief from tariff exactions be- 
lieved: to be oppressive. It is asking that the government favors 
which have permitted great industries to prosper by means of an 
indirect tax levied upon all the people shall be changed to a plan 
which embodies the belief that the soundest national prosperity is 
that which benefits all of the people directly and not indirectly.

Mr. Bridges and 
his AlKahest system is doing the peo- 
ple of this city a distinct service that 
is only equaled by the public schoo!

Mr. Howland stated that a plan is 
on foot to have some good historian 
write a history of “The Hundred 
Years’ Peace’ which shall be taught 
in the public schools a few months 
priear.to the celebration. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Howland, Mr. 
Howland will leave Friday for the 
Mexican border where he will secure 
material for a review of the maneu- 
vers of the United States army and 
the Mexican situation generally. 

He was accompanied to the capitol 
and introduced to the governor by 
‘Colonel Frederick J. Paxon.

WILL GO TO 


HEALTH BOARD 


At 5 o’clock this afternoon the board 
of health will take under consideration 
the fly ordinance which has been pre- 
pared by Alderman Van Dyke for in- 
troduction in the obduncil 

The new ordinance is a substitute 
for the one recently presented to the 
board of health by Dr. Van Dyke, and 


favorably recommended by the board. 
The ordinance covers several important 
matters which were not touched by 
the other ordinance, and he believed 
it will be more effective than the other. 

The ordinance in full is as follows: 

“An ordinance regulating the display 
of food products and similar products 
from flies and for other purposes. 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
as follows: 

“Section 1. That all persons, firms or 
corporations, their agents or em- 
ployees, in charge of or working at 
meat markets, fish markets, restau- 
rants, bakeries, retail grocery stores, 
milk depots, where articles of food are 
kept or sold or offered for sale, shall 
thoroughly and securely. screen all 
doors, windows or ot..er openings into 
such place so as to prevent the ingress 
of flies or other insects thereto. Pro- 
vided, however, that if suction exhaust 
fans or similar devices are installed in 
such places by which flies or other in- 
sects may be kept therefrom without 
the use of such scfeens, such devices 
shall be held to be in compliance with 
this ordinance. 

“Sec. 2. That no article of food ex- 
cept live articles, such as chickens, 
ducks, etc., shall be kept on the outside 
of any retail store, market, restaurant, 
bakery, milk depot, or other place 
where food is sold or offered for sale, 
or upon the sidewalks in front of such 
places for the purpose of display, or for 
purpose of advertisement or for any 
other purpose except to receive and de- 
liver same to and from such places. 

“Sec. 8. That all peddlers of fruits 
and vegetables licensed by the city of 
Atlanta, or granted permission for such 
business, shall have tops to their wag- 
ons, and shall furthermore have their 
wagons screened so as to prevent the 
ingress of flies or access by same to 
articles of foods contained in said 
wagons, peddled therefrom. 

“Sec. 4. That it shall be unlawful for 
any person to run or operate any bak- 
ery or deal in bread, or any employee 
of such bakery or dealer in bread to 
carry or cause to be carried bread, 
cakes or ples and like articles of food 
through the streets unless transported 
in a fly-proof or dust-proof receptacle. 
All wagons used for transporting 
bread, cakes and pies and like articles 
of food shall be furnished with a fly- 
proof and dust-proof compartment that 
shall contain shelves on which the 
bread shall be placed, and such shelves 
shall be covered with clean paper, and 
this paper shall be changed at least 
once every twenty-four hours. Furth- 
ermore, all bread, cakes, pies and like 
articles of food offered for sale or kept 
on hand for the purpose of sale in 
grocery stores, bakeries or other retail 
distributors of bread, etc., shall be kept 
in fly-proof and dust-proof show cases 
or like receptacles. 


“Sec. 5. That any person, firm or cor- 
poration, their agents or employees, 
violating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall, on conviction thereof 
in the recorder’s court, be fined not ex- 
ceeding $100 for each offense, or sen- 
tenced to work on the public works of 
the city for not exceeding thirty days, 
either or both penalties to be inflicted 
in the discretion of the recorder. 

“Sec. 6. The provisions of this ordi- 
nance is to screening articles of food 
and protecting same from flies, shall 
be effective only during the month of 
April, May. June, July, August, —- 
tember and October. During the months 
of December, January. February and 
March said ordinance shall not be ef- 
fective, nor a violation thereof subject 
the offender to punishment. 

“Sec. 7. That all ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict with this or- 
dinance be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Grecers Indorse Ordinance. 

The Van Dyke fly ordinance, calling 
for the screening of all vegetables, 
fruit and meats in all stores, and pro- 
viding that the peddlars shall have tops 
on their wagons, and use screens, was 
heartily indorsed at a meeting of the 
Retail Grocers and Butchers, held in 
their office in the Equitable building, 
last evening. 

There was present a representative 
gathering, the room being filled with 
grocers and butchers, all of whom are 
intensély interested in the ordinance. 

The sentiment wae unanimous in fa« 
vor of protecting the lives and health 
of the people of the city by an ordi- 
nance which puts an end to the fly 
peril ° 

The speakers stated, however, that it 
was only equitable that the restrictions 
governing the retail grocers and butch- 
ers apply with equal force to the street 
peddlers. : 

The association will be represented 
at the meeting of the health board to- 
day, when the ordinance comes up again 
for consideration and for action.

When the hens begin to lay, the first 
thought of the poultry raiser is how 
to force them to lay every month in 
the year, and as eggs cannot be pro- 
duced from nothing, the poultry raiser 
concludes that the more food the more 
ega@s, but that is where so many poul- 
try raisers are mistaken, for the forec- 
Ing process dces not limit its opera- 
tions in any one direction. In forcing 
the hen for eggs she is forced to do 
many other things which are not ad- 
visable for her to do. She might be 
forced to become too fat or diseased, 
or to become utterly worthless for any 
purpose whatever. Her capacity is 
limited, and when she is forced to go 
beyond that capacity she breaks down 
entirely. No hen ean be forced to lay 
gee. Nature gives her a certain pe- 
riod of time during which the eggs are 
to be developed. It is not difficult 
to supply her with the needed elements 
for this purpose,/and any surplus be- 
stowed will only) be a waste, for if 
she cannot .divert the materials to 
the production of eggs she will 
either vold them or lay them 
up in her storehouse as fat, finally be- 
coming unfitted to thoroughly perform 
her functions as a produler of eggs. 
There are divers methods by which 
persons attempt to force the hens to 
lay. One will put red pepper in the 
food to stimulate the fowls, not being 
aware that red pepper has no more in- 
fluence on the generative organs of the 
hens than so much sugar or salt, and 
the ‘stimulant effects derived is really 
imaginary. In fact, red pepper is cool- 
ing to a certain extent, and it is but 
temporary. If a hen is healthy and 
has a good appetite, the nostrums can- 
not improve her. Eggs are not pro- 
duced from powders, but from the 
food. A healthy hen is no subject for 
medicines or tonics. If she is sick or 
drooping, it is not out of place to en- 
deavor to assist her to recover her 
health with a tonic. But so long as 
her comb is bright and red, and she 
scratches and works vigorously, enjoy- 
ing her food, and laying eggs as fast 
as nature permits, the use of stimu- 
fants and tonics will not benefit her 
or enable her to lay another egg more 
than she would without their use, 
even if they did not injure her. It is 
useless to force a hen in any manner. 
forcing always makes them too fat. 
The hens may lay well for a short 
time, but will soon cease because too 
much pushing throws them out of con- 
dition. There is but one really good 
method of forcing a hen to lay, and 
that is by forcing her to scratch and 
work for her food. She should have 
all she requires, but should earn it by 
hard work. Let her seek every grain, 
keep her busy from early morn till 
vuight. By this method you will force 
her to have a good appetite, force her 
to keep warm, force her to throw off 
disease, force her to rest well on the 
roost and in that manner force her to 
lay. If they could only be made to 
realize it, the farmer and his wife 
would find it every bit as much to their 
advantage to attain a reputation for 
furnishing the best egmes and chickens, 
@s well as the best milk and butter. 
“There is always some room at the 
top.” and that is certainly true with 
regard to poultry products of superior 
quality. The farm that has the repu- 
tation for furnishing superior milk and 
butter expertenres no difficulty tin dis- 
posing of their product, usually at a 
premium above the ordinary market 
price. The same is equally true of 
first-class poultry and eggs, because 
it is worth something to a customer 
to know to an absolute certainty that 
his eggs are going to be fresh-laid 
and that he need not procure an ax 
with which to carve the chicken he has 
bought 

In view of the enormous profits of 
the groceryman, at most seasons of 
the year, the farmer, unless his loca- 
tion ta very remote, can usually dis- 
pose o* his poultry products to the best 
advai age by selling private cus- 
tomers in a near-by town. Those cus- 
tomers can readiis obtained by of- 
fering. In. the first place, only the very 
highest grade products and then Keep- 
ing all subsequent orders up to stand- 
ard. 

It will be found that once a reputa- 
tion for aeselling strictiv high-class 
poultry and eggs is established, !t can 
be lost only through neglect and inat- 
tention to business Private custom- 
ers thus secured and assured of secur- 
ing only the best at all times wil! be 
perfectly willing to pas highest 
market prices

Answer—-First and foremost, kill 
sell or otherwise dispose of at least 
four of the “roosters,” and then fei- 
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low closely directions as laid down in 
the article at the head of this column. 
The attention of too many males is 
really worse’ than none. If you are 
only keeping your hens for the eggs 
they lay, they will lay more eggs 
without the attention of a male ani 
the eggs will be more delicate in fla- 
vor. With the larger breeds, like the 
American class, eight or ten hens to 
one male is ample, while with the 
amaller breeds twelve to fifteen hens 
will do. Branamas and Cochins about 
one to four or six. 
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Mrs. Nora Vaughn, Caledonia, Miss., 
R. 2, Box 26.—I forgot to tell you to 
put me in the corner with the .-Red 
lovers, as I have had none except 
Rhode Islanqg Reds for three years. I 
like them so wel] that I have ordered 
a Setting of eggs from Kentucky of 
the same breed; they cost me $2.50 and 
if I don’t make the old hen quit her 
nest looking at her so often I will 
tell you how many chickens I get. 
Uncle Joe said he was very well satia- 
fied with four, but I hope I will get 
more than that. Now, Uncle Joa if 
you will answer two questions for me 
I will close for this time. 

1. Is it necessary to keep the hens 
in a yard when you only have one 
breed and can have free range? 

2. Is it necessary to have bought 
prepared chicken feed when you have 
everything that is raised on a farm? 

Answer—So you, too, have been de- 
luded into believing that nothing is 
Boog except it comes from the north? 
There are just as goog Reds in the 
south today as can be found anywhere. 
Attend any of the larger poultry 
shows and you can see for yourself. 
True, we do not make such a blowing 
horn of our stock and laud it to the 
skies, but the quality, vigor, shape, 
and, yes, the color are there. Help 
hold up your own section of the coun- 
try and let the other fellow do the 
same. 

1. If you only have one breed, by 
all means give them free range; eggs 
will be more fertile and chicks grow 
better. ; 

2. Not at all! Not at all! If you 
have everything needed for feeding 
chicks, no use buying; corn, oats, wheat 
bran, corn meal and middlings is 
about all that is requireg for fowls 
on free range. The corn, oats and 
wheat can be cracked fine or coarse 
to sult the needs of the growing 
c.uicks or grown fowls. Please in fu- 
ture buy stock and eggs in your home 
country. 

Ss. E. E., United States.—I read the 
poultry section of The Constitution 
with much interest and saw where 
R. D. Ritchie, Henry, N. C., hag trouble 
with his hens having sore head and 
throats. My hens were troubled the 
same way; several died before I knew 
they were sick. I tried bluestone or 
blue vitriol water, red pepper, all the 
chicken tonics I ever heard of, and yet 
some of them died. So I thought of a 
remedy that my mother used in the 
family for years, a sure cure for 
diphtheria, too, and I wondered why 
it would not be just as affective for 
chickens. It was; it cured them com- 
pletely; never see any signs of it any 
more, and before every little wet 
spell and they would all swell a and 
breathe loud and finally their heads 
turn black and die. The remedy is: 
Sulphuric acid, given in proportion of 
five teaspoonsful to ten quarts of 
water, ang if they are too sick to 
drink it, pour it down, several tea- 
spoonsful at a time, three or four 
times a day. Now about two or three 
times a month I give them a pailful 
of water to drink; it keeps them well, 
and “an ounce of prevention is better 
than a pound of cure.” 

The dose for people is five drops in 
a glass two-thirds full of water; gar- 
gle as often as necessary and swallow 
a teaspoonful once in a while. You 
must know the entire alimentary sys- 
tem is affected, and When the throats 
are so bad it tastes like vinegar, not 
at all unpleasant. Do not leave a 
spoon of any kind standing in it. For 
the chickens I use a big’ granite pan. 
Hoping sameone will be benefited, I 
will close. 

Answer-—-We thank the party far 
out in the “wild and woolly’’—out 
there where they pull the sun down in 
the afternoon—for her thoughtfulness 
in sending remedy for sore head and 
throat... Lacking one ingredient (cop- 
peras), it's the same as the old stafd- 
by tonic and purifier, Douglass mix- 
ture, a jug of which should be kept 
on hand by every up-to-date poultry 
raiser. Its a rank poison, and care 
should be exercised in dosing it out to 
chickens, yet lots of poisonous drugs 
are administered to the human family 
by the M. D's dally. 


Mrs. S. 8., Oneida, Ark.—Dear Uncle 
Joe: So you like the Black Langshans, 
too? Want to.tell you about mine. 
Have a fine lot of Black Langshans, 
Barred Plymouth Rocks, Buff Cochins 
and Brown Leghorns. They are good, 
industrious chickens. Have only sixty 
hens and pulleéts together; some will 
not lay unti! April. Have sold thirty- 
two dozen eggs since January 1. Have 
had all the eggs we could use _ for 
four in family. Have off ninety-five 
young chickens.* Have seven hens set- 
ting. My chickens are crossed. Have 
pure cocKkKerels to head my flock. Give 
my little chickens meal (corn) just 
wet enough to make to stiff dough. If 
the lady that is troubled with lice on 
young chicks will sprinkle snuff in 
1est of setting hens and rub her with 
same, she will find they will leave; 
also scald the wall well around the 
nest with boiling (not just hot, but 
boiling) lime water. She can get rid 
of the pests. She can put snuff in the 
nests when the hens are hatching: 
it will not hurt. Put it on  IHIittle 
‘hicks, too; put lime in yard for them 
to eat and wallow in. Sprinkle in 
coops and yard. I use copperas asa- 
foetida and lime in drinking water. 
Put a little flour in water; it’s good 
for bowel trouble. When we see a little 
chicken sick, we Kill it and bury same. 
Do all old ones same way. Now, Uncle 
foe, what do you think of my chick- 
ens? They are cackling, singing. cluck- 
ng and laying all day long. I have no 
trouble raising them I never use 
mixed feed at all; do not like it. Hope 
the lady will try my remedy. Use it al! 
the time; find nothing better. A 
stranger to all. 

Answer—Am afraid the lady from 
the Hot Springs country is dosing her 
fowls too much. Feed and work are 
the best tonics—don't believe in dosing 
well chickens. Must be like the Japan- 
|ese—they pay their physicians to keep 
| them well, but pay nothing when they 
| wet sick. 

So you have a fine lot of Langshans, 
Buff Cochins, Barred Rocks and Brown 
Leghorns. Kindly tell me how they 
ean be of these breeds if they are 
crossed? They must be only %*. \,. 1-3 
% full, which. when written in 
plain English, spell scrub No won- 
ler some of them don’t lay till April. 
Why all that mixture? Wouldn't it be 
better to have one breed and have it 
pure? I thought corn-meal dough was 
a mixed feed. Just try feeding cracked 
rain, and cut out the meal and water, 
and see if your chicks don't do betten

'No. L—Uncle Joe: I want to chat with 
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the Brown ‘Leghorn for egg production. 
They. are my chickens for eggs, and 
the Rocks for the market. Now I 
want to say to every -farmer, to do 
justice to his chickens he shaqu!d keep 
an accurate account of his chickens 
and eggs he selis for at least six 
months. I did this in 1910 to July 1, 
with about 35 heme sold $48 worth of 
chickens and eggs. 1 never made out 


any account for what was consumed at, 


home. This year we have 50 hens. I 
have no idea what they have paid this 
time; a good sum, though, for they 
have been laying right along. We 
have now 130 little chicks and 6 hens 
setting. We use no incubator. Many 
speak of remedies for their chickens; 
about the only thing we do is a pre- 
ventative, by keeping clean water for 
them to drink, and Keeping around the 
roost clean as a yard. I have both the 
Brown Leghorn and Rocks. I think 
the farmers should raise more corn 
and oats, so they would not carry the 
crib key in their pockets to keep their 
wives from feeding corn to the chick- 
ens. If we, as farmers, would raise 
a ge eae oats and hay and peas, we 

ould begin better shape. I run only 
one plowPfand have sold to date $72.50 
worth of\corn, hay, fodd and peas. 
Better sola than bought. I have % 
acre in strawberries, and if the city 
people could see it in a few days they 
would think I was going to eat berries. 
With best wishes to Uncle Joe and all 
the chicken cranks. 

Answer—I like to get a letfer from a 
good, practical one-plow farmer, for it 
shows that he is not content to plod 
in a one-horse furrow, but is anxious 
to get to where he can ride a sulky 
plow; and this can be done by diversi- 
fying his crops and not carrying all his 
eggs in one basket.
